to ten Inches wjdc at the bottom. 
Tllerc Is but one kind of crape for this, 
the old English Courtauld. as none 
other Is made of siitilclent body for the 
purpose. , The skirt is made of the Jet 
black, frost.v eudora, with the sill; 
warp Just bolug.visible in some occult' 
way, enough to give the soft luster re- 
quired to set off the crape. The waist 
Is slashed with insets of the crape, 
and there IH a shaped bertha entirely 
of the crape, and this Is wrought Into 
a Jabot in the front Tho sleeves are 
of the eudora, with three rntlles .of the 
crape at the wide shaped bottom. The 
dainty white' hemstitched mull collar 
Is a pretty adjunct to a black sown, as 
black Is generally very trying to the 
complexion when against the nock.

For more ordinary wear there arc

One day a stranger arrived at Cane 


Hill. He said he was Charles Williams 
nnd had §1.1.000 with which to start a 
bank. 
Soon after a dead body was 


found and Identified as that of Wil- 
liams. 


John Cnrucs was arrested for thu 


murder. 
He couldn't explain his 


.whereabouts «m the evening previous 
for a good reason. He was robbing n 
house. Another man suspected of be- 
ing an ex-convict. Joel Fisher, was ar- 
rested, who also could not give Ills' 
whereabouts on that evening because 
he was robbing a freight car. It was 
believed that he and Carncs were part- 
ners In the crime. • 


Still another man was arrested, a 


single man who kept house for himself. 
While no money'was found. It was ar- 
gued that bu had burled the sum se- 
cured from Williams, and for three 
days more than 100 people were ran 
sacking his house and barn and every 
foot of'his land In hopes to unearth 
the treasure. 


The name of the third party arrested 


was Black. He employed me to defend 
him. My tlrst Idea naturally was to 
prove an alibi. HO claimed to me that 
he had not left his house during the 
owning. Living alone, we had only his 
unsupported word for this, and by.ac- 
cident I ascertained that he was lying 
to me. Three different persons bad call- 
ed nt his house between 7 and 10 
o'clock nnd found'him absent. Tbeti 
Ulack made a confession to me. A 
farmer with-whom he bad quarreled 
had a large barn on the farm three 
miles away, and lllack had gone there 
to burn It.

I lost my case, of course. The Jury 


went out simply for appearance's sake 
nnd In seven minutes returned with n 
verdict of guilty. You may ask what 
had been done to trace Williams. Very 
little. He had said he was from Chi- 
cago. No one iknew his full address. 
The affair had been published in the 
Chicago papers, but no one had Identi- 
fied Williams as Williams. He seemed 
to have neither relatives nor acquaint- 
ances. 


Black was to be sentenced to death, 


and Cnrncs nnd Fisher were to get off 
with n term In state prison. They had 
not yet been sentenced when Williams, 
the'mati who had been murdered and 
buried, returned to town as quietly aa 
any other traveler.

That was never found 
out. though It was generally bellevod 
that he was one of n pair of bad men 
who had come to Canu Hill with somo 
evil Intent nnd bad quarreled wltl 
and been'done up by his pal. Carnes 
and Fisher nt once went back on their 
"confession" nnd accounted for tliolr 
time on that evening. This gave thrm 
away on the robberies, and they were 
duly tried and landed behind the bars.
